The fact that the United States 
is the greatest and m ost powerful 
nation in the world and tha t mil­ 
lions have m igrated to this coun­ 
try shows 
w hat has b een 
accom­ 
plished 
through 
the 
Constitution, 
Mr. Salveter continued. 
W ha t the Constitution can do to 
promote the pub lic Interest In the 
future is left to the education of 
the Am erican people. Many lines of 
thought are b eing developed on the 
m a tte r and with the thinking citi­ 
zenry rests the future progress of 
the nation.

Queen 
Victo ria’s great grandso n is a great hand 
at this so rt o f thing.

The king went abo ut his pleasure to 
suit himself, at 
least 
principally . 
He 
wished fo r priv acy , but there is no priv a­ 
cy fo r the King o f England who is Em­ 
pero r o f India and o f the do minio ns be­ 
y o nd the seas. 
His co mings and go ings 
asho re were repo rted and little incidents 
were neatly described, as that in which 
he returned to a pho to grapher a camera 
seized 
by 
po lice.

King Edward understands the 
human side o f his po sitio n and seems 
to neglect no o ppo rtunity to impro v e it. 
It is likely that American readers were 
giv en so me news

J o hn Bull’s edito rs and repo rters are 
discreet in what they .say abo ut their 
mo narch. 
But the English were treated 
to repo rts which tended to fo ster the al­ 
ready great po pularity

Under the English co de, the king’s strict­ 
ly perso nal affairs are his o wn and are 
no t to he chro nicled in public prints. We 
Americans i-epeat o penly so me perso nal 
sto ries which, if they are heard in Eng­ 
land, are discussed as if they were deep 
secrets.
